Eight Million Dollars Infested In It 
In the United States. 


More fur farmers are engaged 
in 
raising foxes than 
any other fur- 
bearing animal, according to reports 
to the Biological Survey of the Unit­ 
ed States 
Department of 
Agricul­ 
ture. 
Observations 
made 
in 
the 
field by representatives of the Sur­ 
vey indicate that at least 500 ranch­ 
ers are raising silver foxes, and that 
there are between 12,000 and 15,OOO 
foxes in captivity. 
It is estimated 
that aliout $8,000,000 is invested in 
this industry. 
The industry of breeding fur-bear­ 
ing animals has grown because 
of 
the rapid development of the modern 
fur trade in the last 25 years. 
The 
United 
States is 
the largest 
fur 
market 
and 
fur-consuming country 
in the world. 
Many 
inquiries 
concerning 
fox 
farming are 
sent 
to the Biological 
Survey. 
The problems met by fox 
and other fur fanners require, as in 
the case of other livestock, a knowl­ 
edge of species, temperament, sani­ 
tation, diseases and parasites. 
In 
addition, fur farm ers are handling 
wild animals 
in captivity and 
not 
domestic 
stock. 
A 
knowledge 
of 
pelts, 
particularly of 
values 
and 
market requirements, is essential to 
success from 
tho 
business stand­ 
point, and this ordinarily means tc 
visit personally warehouses, manu­ 
facturing furriers, or sales of 
furs. 
As breeders cannot always do this, 
representatives 
of 
the 
Biological 
Survey are constantly bringing be­ 
fore them all 
possible information 
relating to the fur industry in all its 
phases.

Something unusual had happened at 
suffrage headquarters that morning. 
A man—a big, thoroughly masculine 
(•ne, too, who looked as if with the 
proper make-up he might have been 
a moving picture impersonation of the 
good-looking 
western 
ranchman 
or 
cowboy—had actually walked up to 
Miss H ester Ju d d ’s desk—H ester was 
the paid secretary of the organiza­ 
tion—and had asked to enroll us a 
member. To he sure, there were many 
men on tile list of membership, hut 
those 
men 
members 
were 
usually 
brothers or fathers, whose task of 
becoming suffragist * hail been smooth­ 
ed by some daughter, wife, or sla­ 
ter, eager to add new names to the 
roll and more membership fees to the 
treasury. 
It xvas really rather unus­ 
ual for a man of his own free will 
to walk right up to Hie secretary and 
say, as did this newest member: “If 
you please. Miss, r d like to belong 
to your organization, and if there is 
anything I can do besides paying a 
check for & hundred dollars to show 
I am a member, be so good as to tell 
me what that is. 
I d like to come to 
the meetings and do anything else I 
can to help.” 
Tile newcomer hesitated xvhen tt 
come to signing the enrollment blank, 
and then he said to H ester: 
“I may 
aa well tell you I list I nm acting for— 
for Mr. Warwick Stevens—and not for 
myself. 
I am his private secretary, 
you see. 
Perhaps I had better sign 
my own name.” 
When H ester took 
the blank *he saw that the secretary’s 
name w as Robert Walker. 
Hester, in virtue of tile generous 
enrollment fee and perhaps even more 
because the newcomer was of the out­ 
doors type of man (hat especially ap­ 
pealed to lier, felt inspired to detain 
him as long as possible.

frage beauty”—w as to give a talk on 
the cause. 
H ester thought It was perhaps be­ 
cause 
they 
were 
both 
secretaries, 
though of rather different sorts, that 
they were attracted to each other from 
the first aud she was not entirely sur­ 
prised when ufier a few Interviews In 
the headquarters, Mr. W alker took 
her completely into his confidence re­ 
garding Mr. Stevens’ attitude toward 
suffrage. 
“I’ll tell you how It Is," he began. 
"Young Stevens is very anxious to 
know some of the young women inter­ 
ested in tl»e cause. His grandmother, 
who is completely absorbed with the 
question, has made a queer sort of 
disposition 
of lier 
property. 
W ar­ 
wick is her only grandson and heir, 
and she has stipulated that she will 
give him a couple of millions more or 
less on the spot if he will m arry a suf 
fragist, and lf he does not marry a 
suffragist die w ill cut him off entirely 
in lier will. 
She has gone so far as 
to say that tile girl must have been 
actively associated with suffrage be­ 
fore siie made that stipulation, because 
it woubl be an easy m atter for any 
girl whom Mr. Stevens fancied to as­ 
sume an Interest in suffrage us a pre­ 
text. 
However, Mr. Stevens doesn’t 
rare for any gqi in particular, so he 
is, to put it bluntly, bi the matrimonial 
market for an attractive young stiff.” 
“Can you imagine anything so cal 
'dilating?” was H ester’s reply. 
“He 
must be rather mercenary to be will­ 
ing to marry for money rather than 
love."

And I must say I have had to 
report to Mr. Stevens that there are 
some very attractive looking girls in­ 
terested in the cause. 
The hlen used 
to be that good looking Women didn’t 
go in for that sort of thing, but judg­ 
ing from what I ’ve seen over here I 
should say that the bad looking wom­ 
en must all be antis.” 
“Wouldn’t It be wonderful 
if

should meet and marry Hazel Stop. 
plot on?” suggested Hester, beginning 
to approve of the scheme. “He couldn’t 
help hut love her— she Is a regular 
goddess.” 
“I don t quite believe Mr. Stevens 
goes in for the goddess type and lf 
you mean th a t tall, copper haired, 
cold-blooded

talked 
with
